But 
the rescue was altoai/.s there. It Is 
there for everyone of you, no 
matter where you are. Shut your 
teeth and “KEEP-A-GOIN’," So 
today I thank my God that 1 am 
In The Foothills, physically, in 
beautiful, historic Sierra Msdrc. 
And I am Content. 

Some tomorrow, maytn', 1 shall 
"pick up my bed and walk," 
climbing up the canyon, along the 
rugged path, struggling to reach 
something more. Maybe. But to¬ 
day I am glad that I may find 
peace and Content just "In The 
Foothills.”
